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Why Anti-Communists Finally See Red 


The disarmament parley at Geneva tied 
everyb ody in knots, ex cept the deb aters from 
the Kremlin. They b locked 
agreement, 
as 
usual. 
The summit conference in mid-May will 
follow the same line of procedure. The non* 
Communist governments will find themselves 
tripped up and b locked at every turn b y 
Communist ex perts in tripping and b locking. 
This has b een the Kremlin’s policy in all 
international conferences. It has b een the 
Soviet Union’s trademark in the United Na- 
tios. It is the way Russian diplomats make 
the team. 
The Berlin crisis, so-called, was precipitat­ 
ed b y Nikita Khrushchev, the reigning all- 
star of dialectical materialism, which is the 
root, b ackb one and fib er of the Communist 
conspiracy. Every highly placed Communist 
must b e an ex pert in the art of disputation 
whereb y the Communist party advances its 
aims. 
Dialectical materialism, itself, is the theory 
that everything in the ex perience of living 
can b e shown to spring from physical and 
material causes; that there are no spiritual 
or supernatural causes for anything in the 
world and that this can b e proved b y logic. 
Though this is the central core of the clash 
b etween the Communist conspiracy and its 
opponents, it never has b een clear to the 
opponents that it is useless to argue with 
Communists ab out it 
Communist 
dialecti­ 
cians go to school to learn how to demolish 
the arguments of their opponents. They polish 
the art o f disputation as apprentices in the 
Communist apparatus of sub version 
They cannot rise to high places in the Com­ 
munist organization unless they have shown 
unusual aptitude for crossing up and con­ 
fusing their opponents in deb ate The very 
fact that they have muddied the waters un­ 
til Americans cannot comprehend what the 
Berlin crisis is ab out, or what b locks agree­ 


ment on armament control is a trib ute to 
their mastery of disputation. 
It simply is not their purpose to reach 
agreement on anything. 


THE HIGHEST amb it.on 
they h^ld 
as 
dialectical materialists is to prove conclusive­ 
ly to all who hold contrary b eliefs that there 
can b e no middle ground. They do not argue 
for the purpose of reaching agreement b ut 
for the purpose of proving that agreement 
is impossib le unless 
their opponents sur­ 
render. 
There is no place in their thinking for 
compromise. They do not b elieve in a golden 
mean. They never concede a point. 
This is why anticom munists finally 
see 
red. no matter how patient they try to b e. no 
m atter how tolerant, no matter how “peace- 
loving ” 
There can b e no agreement with Commu­ 
nist dialecticians. It is contrary to what they 
are trying to do, which is to discredit and 
demolish all philosophies and b elefs that do 
not coincide with their own. 


WHEN NON-COMMUNIST statesmen con­ 
fess inab ility to make progress in arguments 
with Communists, they are not confessing 
failure They are acknowledging that 
they 
have learned what the Communists already 
know—that no one who does not b elieve n 
dialectical 
materialism 
has 
an 
outside 
chance of reaching an agreement with a 
dialectical materialist. 
If this were b etter known—if Americans 
could understand why their government al­ 
ways is frustrated in attempts to make agree, 
ments with the Soviet Union—there would b e 
less despair when conferences with Commu­ 
nist dialecticians come to nothing 
That is what the Red dialecticians are sup­ 
posed to do—to make certain that no one 
who is not a Communist can claim he won 
an argument with 
anyone who has b een 
checked out as a card-carrying Communist. 


Almost An Open Invitation 


The longer you think ab out the Russian 


trawler that showed up on the scene of mis- 
-tile firing tests for the U.S. sub marine George 
Washington, the more you wonder ab out the 
prob lem this made for the Navy.

An d 
y ou can tell how y ou ’re g ett i n g 
alon g . 
That is to say , if y ou can do 
more withou t prov okin g an attack, 
y ou kn ow y ou r prog ress is fav or­ 
able. If y ou ’re n ot able to do as 
mu ch, y ou ’re g oin g to hav e to do 
what y ou ’d do if y ou r motor was 
kn ockin g — either let u p on the 
g as pedal or shift in to lower g ear. 
If there is a chan g e in the fix ed 
pattern , y ou ’d better let y ou r doc­ 
tor make su re y ou hav en ’t dev el­ 
oped a real blockag e in y ou r cor­ 
on ary fu el lin e.

The patien t whose an g in al at- 
tic k has tau g ht him how to protect 
his heart mu scle from periods of 
ox y g en hu n g er has ev ery ex pecta­ 
tion of liv in g ou t his life span pro­ 
v ided that he ex hibits a willin g ­ 
n ess to keep pressu re ou t of hs 
life an d shift his activ ities in to a 
lower g ear.

No. 9 — Pitch Shots 


By JIMMY DEMARET 


It is not the yardage which pro­ 
perly describes a shot as a pitch 
'hot. 
It is the character of the swing 
Ordinarily, shots hit to the green 
from distances from 25 to 75 yards 
are referred to as pitch sho s They 
are powered and controlled by 
swings which involve, to a lesser 
degree, all the elements of a full 
swing excepting the force with 
which the ball is contacted. 
Hit pitch shots with every bit 
as much authority as tee shots. 
The distance involved is reduced 
by the club, the length of the 
backswing and what is put into it. 
From full pitch-shot swings to 
full swings always hit the ball as 
hard as the size and effort of the 
backswing will reasonably allow 
you to. That is the way to regulate 
distance and guarantee unif o r m 
hitting technique. 
It’s a frightful misconception to 
believe that swine> are almost all 
of the same length with distance 
controlled by more or less effort 
in the hitting area. 
The good player does everything 
lie can to permit him to fully spend 
the power of his swing as he moves 
(he club into the hitting area. The 
lu-nds, never divorcing themselves 
from their coordinated relationship

with the knees, hips, arms and 
snoulders, literally follow the mo­ 
mentum of the club up and into 
the beginning of the follow through. 
In nearly every given shot sit- 
uatioon. the beginner will be re­ 
lying on the seven, eight and nine 
lions and the pitching wedge in 
bitting pitch shots. 
Experence later will dictate the 
choice of one of these clubs for 
'hots of various yardages.
